The short periòd for which the representatives hold their offices; 
and tle pleriafy powers, with which they are invested; was design- 
ed, by the venerable framers of our constitution, to secure to the 
peóple, the power of speedily abrogating such ldws as were inexpe- 
disnf, or unjust ; arid while we posses this peculiar advantage ; that 
we may practically avoid the evil of frequent, and injudicious 
changes of the public laws; against which other governments have 
provided, by erecting d coerdinate, dnd more peritianent branch 
of legislative authority ; we ought to cultivate an habitual regatd 
for existing laws, and carefully to resist a natural, yet dangerous 
propensity, of magnifying partial imperfections; to which all ku- 
man institutions are unavoidably subject; into unnecessary and 
radical defects. 
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The present period of public TR is highly favorable to the 
adoption of measures, calculated to promote the permanent interests 
of the State. To improve the means of transporting the various 
commodities with which the State abounds, and to facilitate access 
io the most favorable markets, are objects of the first importance. 
We have witnessed with pleasure, the interest which this subject 
has excited in our sister states; and it cannot be doubted, that the 
time is not distant, when it will claim the attention of our own. 
‘Whether the period has arrived, in which it would be practible, 
to attempt any thing beyond the improvement of our roads; 
will he decided by the discretion of the Legislature. The striking 
disparity, which exists in the state of the roads, in different towns, 
possessing equal means, and suhjected to equal obstacles, aud diffi- 
culties ; is evidence of a defect in the law, or its administration. J 
apprehend it will be found, upon examination, that the Statute, of 
A. D. 1810, applying the penalty, imposed upon a town, for neg- 
lect in making and repairing roads, to that object, has produced 
no salutary effects; but has rather induced the very neglect against 
which the law was designed to provide. Instead of stimulating to 
diligence and attention, from the fear of punishment ; it invites de- 
Jay till thetardy process of the law shall compel them to do that, 
and that only, which was their duty to have performed. Ht is in ef- 
fect saving, “if you neglect to impose this necessary tax upon your- 
selves, it may at some future period, be imposed upon you by oth- 
ers. 

The fiscal concerns of a State, however limited, and inconsidera- 
ble; require the constant care, and watchfulness of its guardians. 
They ought not only to require, but to obtain, annually. informa- 
lion in relation to every source of revenue ; as well as the state and 
condition of all the demands, under the charge of the various pub- 
lie officers through the government. Although retrenchment can- 
not be deemed necessary, in reference to the present compeusation 
allowed for specific services; which is probably below that of any 
other State, of equal rank: That the claims upon the Treasury may 
not be unnecessarily augmented ; every branch of public expendi- 
ture, demands frequent examination. The expenses incurred by 
publie prosecutions, constitute a principal source of the disburse- 
ments made hy that department; and itis to be noticed, that for 
many years, they have much increased. 

Ina government like ours; established upon the avowed princi- 
ple of securing equal privileges, and afl^rding equal protection to 
all; justice demands of those to whom its administration is entrust- 
ed, so to provide, as that the unsuspecting, and unfortunate may be 
secured, against the unjust exactions, ofthe more artful and fortu- 
nate. The distinctions which exist in other governments; arising 
from affluence, and indigence; and may there be necessary. to sop- 
port the deformed fabricks; are alike, opposed to the safety of our 
civil institutions and the well being of society. The acquisition of 
wealth, bv laudable industry, economy, snd prudence, merits ap- 
probation and encouragement; but laws, providing facilities, for a 
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few, calculating greedy citizens, to monopolize that property, the - 
produet of the toil, and industry, of the more useful, and deserving, 
can never be sauctioned by the faithful and intelligent representa- 
tives of the people. These suggestions are made from a conviction, 
that the practice of exacting exorbitantinterest; a subject alluded 
to in addressing the legislature the last year, and for which I hope 
toibe excused in again inviting its attention; is becoming extensively 
injurious to the interests of the great body of the citizens. The 
amount of the exaction is overlooked, in the covert poison of long 
credit, and illusive hope of good fortune, aud better times ; or sub- 
initted to (rom necessity. £a most governments, where the amount 
of interest is at all restricted by laws the contract, or security, in 
which is reserved the usury, is rendered void. Should any law on 
the subject be eonsidered useful, 1 submit to the general assembly, 
whether a provision, to that effeet, in our law, would not necessari- 
ly check the evil. So long as the security is not jeopardised, the 
usurer will not hesitate to make the reservation 5 suspending, on the 
happening of events, the ultimate determination of receiving. It is 
believed, that the existing penalty is inadequate to the object. Pri- 
vate prosecutions, by the aggrieved, or others, are discouraged ; by 
the consideration, that in most cases, the cost and expense incur- 
red in, and the uncertainty of the final issue of tbe prosecution, 
will counterbalance the offered and unprecedented low reward. Pub- 
lick proseeutions are rere, inasmuch as where no private advan- 
tage is expected; there are few who will, at the expense of the dis- 
pleasure of a powerful class of citizens, voluntarily exercise the re- 
putedly iuvidious office of informer. 

The natural effect produced, by the success which of late has at- 
tended the petitions for the establishment of banks, is to encourage 
others in the pursuit ; and the difficulty of resisting applications, 
supported by arguments which have heretofore been urged, with so 
much skill, and efficacy, is probably not diminished. The com- 
mercial concerns of the State, cannot require exteusive banking in- 
stitutions, The resources of our husbandmen,,and their course of 
business, are ily calculated to meet the demands, and comply with 
the necssary regulations. An-opportunity will be afforded for in- 
vesting that money, which would otherwise remain, in the hands of 
many wealthy, honorable citizens ; accessible to those who will 
then become the prey, of such, as are thereby enabled to increase 
the means of usurious depredations. The advantages ordinarily de- 
rived to the State at large, from-the augmentation of a circulating 
medium, which is not the representative of real wealth, is not dis~ 
cerned. The ruinous effects of multiplying banks, in. theinterior 
of our country, has indeed been felt; and is, I believe, generaily ac- 
knowledged, and I can but hope, the legislature‘ will concur in the 
opinion, that enough has already been done, to satisfy every requi- 
sition, emanating from an ingenuous desire for the public good. 

The doubts which have been entertained by many, whose opii- 
ions merit respect; together with the decision lately made by the 
Circuit Court of the United States ; will suggest to the general as- 
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sembly, the propriety of cautiously providing, fcr the relief of the 
unfortunate, who are induced to ask for aets of suspension, and in- 
solvency; that the intended favor may not prove delusive to the 
debtors, or prejudicial to those who have humanely furnished. the 
requisite aid, for extending the limits of their confinement, beyond 
the walls of a comfortless prison. 

In obedience to the direction of the general assembly, at their 
- last, session, a correspondence has been opened with the Governor 
of Canada, on the subject ofobstructions, supposed to have been 
erected, on the waters issuing from Lake Mempbramagog ; and it 
is due to that distinguished publick officer, to state, that a; prompt: 
attention was given to the complaint; and satisfaction afforded to 
the citizens who felt aggrieved. — ? 

- The sincere attachment of this State to the government of the Un; 
ion, cannot fail to excite a deep interest in the success attending its 
administration; and itis with pleasure I am enabled to congratulate 
you on the present prosperous state of our national concerns.— The 
general anxiety produced by the depressed state of the revenue, has 
measurably subsided, by the favorable reports of its augmentation. 

The success which has attended the exertions of that meritorious 
class of citizens, engaged in manufactures; notwithstanding the ob- 
- stacles, and difficulties, they have encountered, is noticed with 
much satisfaction ; and it is to be hoped, by that encouragment 
which may reasonably be expected ; our supplies, and our revenue 
which heretofore, have rested upon a precarious foreign commerce, 
may be drawn from a source, profitable to the citizens, and safe to 
the government, An enlightened, and enterprising people cannot 
long be satisfied with a system of regulations, in which a favorable 
market for the varied, and principal productions, of every part.of 
the country, and the different interests, of every.class of citizens, is 
not duly regarded. The good sense of community will discover, 
that the nominal price of the wares in market, is not soimportant, as 
is the possession of the requisite means, to defray the expense of the 
purchase. Thissubject is one which has not heretofore been’ pas- 
sed unnoticed ; and is now only referred to; in the hope, that some 
salutary effects may issue froma frequent recurrence to the claims 
of the greatest portion of the useful, and industrious citizens, of this 
section of our country. 

The unanimity which has hitherto apparently prevailed, amongst 
the Freemen of the State, in placing me in the responsible station I . 
now occupy; and which 1 hope wijl ever be remembered with grat- 
jtude and delight; has induced the belief, that it is probable, with- 
out a manifestation of my desires, I may again be honored with the 
suffrages of some portion of my fellow citizens; have therefore 
deemed it my duty to request, that I may not again be considered

To the General Assembly of the Sate of Vermont, now in session. 


The enclosed account current, accompanied by an account of ex- 
penditures and manufactures, exhibiting the situation of the State 
prison for the last twelve montis ending the 30th September, 1822, 
is respectfully submitted for their consideration. 

For the information of the general assembly, the subscriber will 
observe that the convicts bave been for the past year, principally 
engaged in weaving, Fifty four looms, for the last nine months, | 
have for the most part of the time been eccupied ; about the same 
number ef workmen at the boot and shoe making business, as also 
at brash and reed manufacture, and the making of bar and soft 
soap, have been engaged as the past year, (with tbe exception of 
the manufacture of bar soap, which has been increased the present 
year). The advantage resulting from the encouragement given to 
the convict weavers, in allowing them a trifling sum for all over work 
for tae past year, induced me to pursue the same measure with 
them, the present year, which has, Iam confident in believing, 
been profitable to the institution ; having had about eight thousand 
yards more woveu, thaa in the preceding year. 

In summing up the amount of labor, done in the different branch- 
es of manufacture, I feel a confidence in stating to the legislature, 
that the avails of said labor done by the convicts, have been suffi- 
cient io defray the ordinary expences of the institution, exelusive of 
the expence fer permanent repairs and extra clothing and bedding. 

It becomes necessary to inform the general assembly, that all 
the wood work, connected with the walls ef the prison, as also the 
stairs, and walks for the guards, upon the top of the walis, together 
with the chevauxdefrise, or spiked rollers, upon the wails, which 
were built, when the prison was first erected, and have been expos- 
ed to the weather, have become much decayed and rotten, and no. 
longer safe to remain there; in consequence of which, I have been. 
obliged, the preseut year, to commence rebuilding them, a part, 
only, of which, is vet completed. 

¥ think it my duty, and not improper, to notice to the general 
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assembly, and which also, they can be appr ised of, by referring 
- io the papers and documents of the two past years, that at the 
commencement of my duties, as superinteadant of the State prison, 
a sum not tess than six thousand dollars, was due from the institu- 
tion, to individuals, and which was payable on demand, aud the 
balances, on book, aud notes, in favor of the prison, after deduct- 
ing bad and doubtful debts, was barely sufficient to meet the-de- 
mands against the institution, provided the whole could then have | 
been collected.  : 

This, together with the belief that a small portion of the yarn 
"bought with casti. might-result: in a saving or profit, to the State, 
is the principal reasén wiy the sain drawn from the treasury, for 
the last two years, has been táken. 

It may possibly be asked, where is the necessity of drawing. any 
money from the treasury, when the labors of the convicts support 
the prison? In reply, I would only observe, that the wants of the 
prison aré immediate, while the avails of its labor, are.not so. 
Having to receive yarn'in payment for the principai part of thè 
weaving done, and that varn manufactured into cloth, and sold on 
a credit of from six to twelve months, credits must be given; and 
in the mean time:capital must be employed. - But Faw happy to 
state that the avails are daily becoming more and more: productive, 
as will be seen by accompanying documents, and will: it is an- 
ticipated, soon enable the supefintendant to get along, with a-much 
less sum, or portion, of the annual-appropriation. . z

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Ninth.—Every member, on presenting a resolution, shail state, 


shortly, the object of it, and shall be held responsible for the decen- 
cv of expression used therein. . 


Tenth.—Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, 
if required by the Speaker, or any other member. 


Elevenih.—' The Speaker shall haye a right to call upon a member 
to discharge the duties of the chair, whenever, from indisposition, 
or other cause, he shall find it necessary, temporarily, to retire from 
it; and when the house shall have resolved to go into committee of 
the whole, the chairman shall be named by the Speaker.

Hon. D. Azro A. Buck, . 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 
Sir, i ; 

The accompanying communication, received from the gdjutant 
and inspector general, I wish laid before the general assembly. 
On its contents, permit me to remark, that I have received from 
the ordnance department of the general government, a request that 
returns may be wade of the militia of this state, to enable the gov- 
ernment, iu the distribution of arms, &c. to determine the claims of 
Vermont ; stating, that for six years past, but one return has been 
made. This neglect, bas undoubtedly arisen from the difficulty and 
embarrassment attending the making returns, by the various mili- 
tia officers, withóut any forms to direct. This class of citizens 
are already burthened beyond any others; and I trust it will be 
considered reasonable, that the expense of furnishing the necessary 
forms of returns and blanks, should be defrayed by the government.

The communication of the Adjutant and inspector general, re- © 
ferred to in the above message of his Excellency, is as follows, viz. 


MONTPELIER, OCTOBER 18, 1822. 

SIR, ' R > 

I herewith transmit to your Excellency, a return of the mili- 
tia of the state, for the current year. 

Owing to the very imperfect manner in which some of the returns 
have been made to me, I-have been unable to make the general return 
as complete as I could have wished. To obviate this difficulty in fu- 
ture, I would beg leave to suggest to your Excellency, the propriety 
of having a small appropriation, for the purpose of defraving the ex- 
pense of publishing blank returns for the several companies, regi- 
ments, and brigades, thereby establishing a uniformity in the man- 
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ner of making returns, aud furnishing a more complete and perfect 
view of the state of the militia. I would also suggest, Sir, for your 
consideration, the propriety of so amending the militia law, as to 
make more definite the description of muskets, with which the mil- 
tia are to be armed, rendering the same, in that respect, strictly 
conformable to the militia law of the United States. The law re- 
quires, that Brigade inspectors should make inspection returns, of 
the several brigades. But it is believed that no time, by law, is lim- 
ited for the performance of this duty, or penalty annexed to the non- 
performance of the same. Would it not be well, that the law should 
be more explicit on this subject? 

Again, Sır, itis thought desirable that a roster of the general and 
field officers should be kept in the office of the Adjutant and inspec- 
tor general; aud to enable him to perform that service, would it 
not be advisable to require the returns of the election of those of- 
ficers, te be made to that department? It is also beiieved, that 
much convenience would result from having the several brigades so 
nuinbered as to be known by their numbers, without reference to 
the divisions to which they belong; aud the several regiments in 
like manner, ‘The foregoing suggestions are the result of & partial 
examination of the subject, and are submitted to vour Excellency 
for consideration.

Your committee of new trials, to whom was referred the petition 
of Alexander Campbell, beg leave to submit the following facts, to. 
gether with their report thereon, — 

lt was shown your committee, that the petitioner had an unliqui- 
dated claim against the estate of John Campbell, deceased—That 
in the progress of the settlement of said estate, the court of probate 
for the probate district of Westminster, issued commission and au- 
thorised a board of commissioners to examine claims against said 
estate, agreeable to the provisions of the law in that case made, 
which said commission expired in August 1820. It appears that the 
petitioner preferred his claim against said estate to the determina- 
tion of said commissioners of claims, on the 12th day of August to 
ihe amount of $1585 26, of which sum commissioners al'owed 
$1298 63. Also, was exhibited by the administrator, in offset on 
books of deceased, $407 17. Also, a note in favor of Thomas 
Boyden & Co. as the property of said estate, of $237 22. Also, 
one other note and interest $60 96. Also, oue other note, on 
which a balance was due of $780 61 amounting to $1485 96, leave 
ing a final balance due estate. from petitioner, of $192 97, and 
of the claims presented by petitioner, the commissioners disallow» 
ed, amount, in all, the sum of $291 68. Petitioner alledges com- 
missioners injured him in the allowance of deceased’s book account 
$172 01. Itis in evidence, that the petitioner was dissatisfied with 
the finding of tlie commissioners, and intimated a determination to 
appeal from their decision in legal time. 

The commissioners aforesaid deferred making their report at the 
next session of the court of Probate, on the 14th of August, 1820, 
by reason, as it appears, of theapplication of Newell Moore, a cred- 
itor of said estate, for am extension of ihe commission, which the 
court granted, and extended the period of examination, and report, 
to the last Wednesday of October, then ensuing. It appears that 
on the said last Wednesday of October, 1820, being the 25th day of 
the same month, the commissioners, aforesaid, made report of 
claims including the allowance and finding as aforesaid to the pe- 
titioner, which return of commissoners was examined and ordered 
io be recorded by the court of Probate. It is in evidence, that on. 
the 11th day of said October, notice was given to the administra- 
tors of said estate, that David Wilder, a creditor of said estate, 
would petition the Judge of Probate at the stated session of said 
court to bave the commission upon said estate, opened anew for the 
purpose of receiving and examining said David Wilder’s claim a- 
gainst said estate. Accordingly on the 25th day of October, 1820, 
Newell Moore, David Wilder and George Brinley, three creditors 
of said estate, attended in court and made application for opening 
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anew said commission of claims. And the court thereupon, order- 
ed, that a new and special: commission be issued upon said estate, 
aud the commissioners were ordered to notify said last named 
creditors, and the administrators of said estate, of the time and 
place when and where they would attend to receive said special 
"claims. And the said special commissioners were ordered to make 
return of their doings by the first day of the ensuing December. 

It is in evidence that the said commissioners, under the new com- . 
mission aforesaid, made return on the 29th day of November, 1820, 
on the claims of George Brinley and David Wilder, and omitted 

.any report on the claim of Newell Moore. It appears in evidence 
to have been made known on the 28th day of November, 1820, one 
day before return aforesaid by said Newell Moore, that he was not 
able to substantiate his claim, and that on his application, the court 
of Probate on the 29th November, ordered a new and special com- | 
mission to act on Moore's claim, and return their doings by the 
last Wednesday of January ensuing. 

It was in testimony that the petitioner inquired of Newell Moore, 
his neighbor, whether report was made by commissioners, and was 
told by him that the commission was extended. It appeared prob- 
able that Mr. Moore did not understand the difference, between ex- 
tending the first general commission, and the issuing of the new and 
special commission—Nor is there any evidence from which to in- 
fer that Moore knew of the return under the first general commis- 
sion—nor is there any reason to be inferred other than that the pe- 
titioner was deceived. No evidence appeared that the petitioner 
took any measures of diligence to be undeceived, or to obtain cer- 
tain and official information, but the inference appeared obvious, 
that the petitioner confided in the information or misinformation 
given him by his weighbor. : 

It is in evidence that petitioner, about the 26th of November, or 
about 32 days after return of commissioners under first commission, 
aud 12 days beyond the legal period for appeal, that the petitioner. 
with his bail, appeared before tbe judge, and applied for an appeal 
from the decision of commissioners, and was informed by the court: 
he was too late by about 12 days. A 

As to injury arising to petitioner from being barred his appeal, 
the showing was uncertain and unsatisfactory. The testimony in- 
troduced left the fact of error in commissioners, and injury to pe- 
titioner, very uncertain. And no corruption, fraud, or collusion, 
came to the knowledge of committee, by evidence, inference, or al- 
legation. 

Although the majority of your committee are not disposed to say 
injury and injustice, and some circamstances of unfairness and le- 
gal error, should appear in all. cases, yet it is believed it should be 
a general rue, as the ideas cannot well be separated from the ex- 
ercise of the power of new trial, that the advancement of justice, 
and manifest injury should call for this measure of legislative inter- 
ference, and be the justification for granting the prayer of. petition 
for a new trial. 
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- Your committee, therefore, respectfully report, that the prayer of 
the petition ought not to be granted ; and that the petitioner have 
leave to withdraw his petition. .

SIR, 

1 had the honor to receive, on the 21st instant, a note from 
, the secretary of state, informing me, that I had been appointed sec- 
ond assistant Judge of the Supreme Court of this State, by the joint 
: ballot of both houses of the legislature. Entertaining a high sense 
of the honor thus conferred upon me, and duly appreciating the im- 
portance and responsibility of the office, to which I have been thus 
appointed, I have been led, since the receipt of the note above 
mentioned, to reflect, deliberately and maturely, upon the proprie- 
ty and duty of accepting the appointment. Iwas at once prepar- 
ed io yield all personal considerations, and submit to any sacrifice, 
of a pecuniary nature, rather than disobey the call of the public, 
ard iefuse an appointment, made in a manner so highly flattering 
and honorable to myself. But other considerations have pressed 

upon me with great weight. 
The reflection has not escaped me, that the duties of the office 
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are arduous; aud that whoever fills it, should be enabled to yield to 
those duties, all the attention which the business of the court may 
require, and the public has a right to demand, however constant 
and laborious they may be; and being well persuaded, after the 
most mature consideration, that the state of my health, as it now is, 
and has been for a long time past, will not enable me to endure the 
fatigue, both of body aud mind, of ten or twelve weeks incessant 
and laborious attention to the trial of causes, during a season of the 
year when the weather is the most inclement, and my health is the ` 
most feeble, I have felt myself constrained to decline the appoint- 
ment. i have come to this determination, however, with the greate 
est reluctance. But having well founded apprehensions, that the 
duties of the office will be too arduous for me to perform, I cannot 
consent that the public interest should suffer by my accepting it. 

I have not failed to consider also, that I havea young and nu- . 
merous family, wholly dependent upon my own personal exertions 5 
and that duty to them requires that I should avoid every thing which 
may have a tendency to injure my health, and render me less able 
to provide for them the necessary means of education and support.

By this the scarcity of gold and silver coin may be remedied, and 
its evils averted. The utility of well regulated banks, in foreign 
and domestic commerce and extended manufactories, has been 
proved by the experience of men and nations. They facilitate, 

with safety, the necessary commercial intercourse of men in all 

their public and private transactions. Though bank paper may 

not be a true representation of property or wealth, yet it may be of 
credit ; and credit often extends the beneficial effects of a circulat- 
ing medium of the precious metals. "lo have credit like ready 
money, its duties and promises must be faithfully performed, and 
io preserve it, there must always exist an ability tó perform. Too 

great an extension of credit, often injures its benefits, or destroys 

its existence ; and it is therefore expedient, for the public good, to. 
limit the number of banks and 1heir paper, that their credit and 

currency may not be endangered, or their usefulness impaired. 

Your commiitee, therefore, are of opinion, that it is inexpedient, at 

the present session, to grant any additional banks ; and thereupon 

submit to the general assembly the following resolution., viz.

To the Hon. General Assembly now in session, 


Your committee, to whom was referred that part of the gover- 
nor’s speech, at the opening of the session, which relates to manu- 
factures, having had the same under consideration, are deeply im- 
pressed with the importance of the subject, and lament that efficient 
aud liberal encouragement is not within the scope of our power and 
resources. 

The exemption of the capital, invested tn manufacturing 'estab- 
-lishments, from taxation, it was thought, might have been inade, for 
a limited time, and would bave been little felt by the other interests, 
which it is the duty of the legislature to fostér and protect; 
yet, your committee had no evidence that the views of his Excel- 
lency, or their own views, would meet concurrent aid and counte- 
nance ; and as preferring propositions of this tenor, might consume 
much time without any available effect, they therefore thought it 
most prudent to refer, in this way, the claims of our manufacturers, 
in the hope that some salutary effects may. issue froin a frequent 
recurrence to the policy which, in their view, seems to demand, and 
which, sooner or later, must be resorted to, if we would rise up 
from a tsibutary state, to a state of independence.

An enlightened policy will, probably, before the lapse of many 
years, discover that temporary sacrifices, for the purpose of en- 
couragement, operates as a draw-back of the immense tax our la- 
boring population pay, as consumers, for duties, risks, profils and 
impositions of many descriptions, to foreign manufactories, shippers, 
merchants: and retailers. The common remark, that the farmer 
who makes his own cloths, beverage and sugar, and raises all other 
articles of subsistence and comfort, is an independent man, and 
generally wealthy, will then be applied to all associations of men, 
as an axiom equally valid. ) 

It is not to be controverted that with the flourisliing state and 
condition of this branch of productive industry, the independence of 
our Country is intimately, and its prosperity is necessarily connected. 
A glance at the subject, brings home to us the conviction that this 
class of industry is of incalculable importance to a state which, like | 
ours, is altogether inland: ‘It is due tó an honest and sincere dis- 
charge of our duty, that we freely express our opinion, that the ine 
terests of this class of industry demand of us parental solicitude, 
We should console tiem, in their moments of-depression, and raisé 
them to a state of consideration and equality with other orders. 
For our own advantage and reputation, it becomes us, sooner or - 
jater, to grant them that relief and friendly aid, their weakness de- 
mands. 

Vermont can raise as fine wool, as any section of the world ; our 
mountains furnish pasturage of the best kind, and roll down their 
thousand streams to aid us in its manufacture. Our staté abounds 
with ores and with forests for the miners and colliers, ample for 
the manufaciure of iron, in all its varieties, and equal to the calls. 
of the state consumption, and ultimately for export. Many mete- 
rials for other sources of useful labor are found in our borders, on 
which the industry and ingenuity of a portion of our citizens might 
operate to great advantage, and ultimately become resources of 
revenue, provided capital.could be allured to these objects, by the 
affinity and patronage of our laws. Vermont might do much, by 
husbanding her own resources of this character, and co-operating 
with the policy of the union. : 

Various other considerations, connected with the obstacles and 
difficulties encountered by that meritorious class of our fellow citi- 
zens, engaged in the.cotton and woollen manufactures, press to the 
same results, and call for fostering attention. The injudicious pol- 
icy pursued at the close of the late war, sacrificed miliions of prop- 
erty of this class of our fellow citizens; their establishments went 
into a state of deterioration and decay, or passed to the hands of 
their creditors, far, perhaps, one quarter of their actual cost, From 
this state of depression and compression of their means, they have 
been able to do a little business, but are not, generally, in a flour- 
ishing state; and yet, trammelled as they have been, and still are, 
3mprovements and advancements in skui have been made, which, 
in the opinion of your committee, affurds convincing proofs that 
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much more might have been done by them, to conciliate public con» 
fidence and friendship, under even small additional encouragement, 

The manufactory of iros, taken in all its varieties, requires much 
capital and encouragement, and perhaps, in its reimbursements, 1s 
more hazardous and precarious than any other manufacturing in- 
terest; and yet, it falls short of none, in point of general utility. 

Our country, and our state, should follow up the mede of policy 
which is pursued by the greatest manufacturing interest in the world, 
We should sit on our wool-sacks, in order to encourage the wool- 
growers; we should give bounties and grant. prohibitions, until the 
branches of our manufacturing rise to an equal level with other or- 
ders, graduated io the wants they supply, and then, like others, 
let them bear equal burthens in public expenditure, and the support 
of protection. 

To manufacture a sufficiency for our own wants and consumption, 
we believe it a conceded point, would add measureless advantage and 
vigor to the morals, productive industry, and independence, of our 
common country. The savings already manifest from the manu- 
facture of sugar from the saccharine juices of cur maple groyes, 
constitates a striking proof of what Vermont might de, by econo- 
mising her resources, and directing ingenuity and labor, under the: 
auspices of an enlightened and enlarged policy. 

We refrain from a recapitulation of many other views, details, 
and calculations, which this subject offers to consideration, under 
an apprehension that prolixity, at this time, would lead to no ben- 
eficial result, nor hasteu on the period, when, with elevated views, 
we may cheerfully make temporary sacrifices on this altar of our 
prosperity and independence. 


Under this view of the subject, your committee recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 


Resolved, The governor and council concurring herein, that our 
senators be instructed, and our representatives be requested, to use 
every exertion, and render every aid, in their power, to any meas- 
ure, which may be put in progress by the wisdom of the congress 


of the United States, for the protection and encouragement of the 
manufacturing interest of the nation. 


Resolved, 'That the foregoing resolution be sigued by the speaker 
of the house of iepresentatives, and his excellency the governor, 
accompanied with all the usual formalities; and that the governor 
cause the same to be transmitted to our senators and representatives 
jn congress.

inculcates the reasons for the various pauses and accents in p ro- 
nunciation, depending on grammatical distinctions, and on compar- 
isons and oppositions in the sense of words requiring correspond- 
ing emphasis. The exercise of the learner is a process of reason- 
ing and the improvement of the rational faculty, as well as a means: 
of the progress in knowledge. The art of reading, as taught by’ 
him, is a test of the learner’s skill in logic and rhetoric and gram- . 
mar. Your committee, having attended several examinations of a^ 
class of learners, instructed by Mr. Ware, a short time, in the Vil- -
